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PREFACE. 


This  third  volume  of  Yorkshire  deeds  with  its  436  documents 
is  a  proof  that  this  source  of  information,  illustrative  of  the  history 
of  the  county,  is  far  from  being  exhausted.  The  names  of  the  owners 
with  the  numbers  of  the  documents  belonging  to  them  is  as  follows:

Though  the  great  bulk  of  the  documents  printed  in  this  volume 
are  chiefly  of  local  interest,  they  contain  much  information  of  a 
genealogical  and  philological  value,  especially  with  regard  to  the 
origin  and  meaning  of  place-names.  Outside  the  county  of  York 
there  are  many  references  to  persons  and  places  in  Lancashire, 
especially  the  Clitheroe  district,  and  in  Lincolnshire.  The  earliest 
deed  (no.  53)  is  a  confirmation,  executed  by  Alexander  Paynel 
about  the  first  quarter  of  the  twelfth  century,  of  gifts  made  by  his 
father  and  brother  to  the  priory  of  Holy  Trinity,  York.  The  char¬ 
ters  (nos.  323-327)  of  King  Richard  I  from  the  departmental 
archives  at  Dijon,  granting  the  church  of  Scarborough  to  the  abbey 
of  Citeaux,  will  be  useful  for  framing  an  itinerary  of  that  king  as 
charters  by  him  seem  rare.  The  grant  was  made  for  the  purpose 
of  making  provision  for  the  entertainment  of  the  abbots  of  the 
Cistercian  order  during  three  days  of  their  annual  chapter  at  their 
mother  house,  which  the  great  majority  of  them  were  bound  to 
attend.  In  the  same  archives  are  grants  of  rent  charges,  made  in 
the  thirteenth  century  by  Irish  kings  of  Connaught  and  Thomond  to 
the  house  of  Citeaux  for  the  same  purpose  [English  Historical  Review, 
April,  1913,  p.  303). 

As  most  of  the  covenants  in  the  documents  are  in  common  form, 
guaranteeing  titles  and  quiet  possession,  they  have  been  omitted 
in  the  abstracts.  There  is,  however,  one  in  a  demise  of  land  at 
Hemsworth  (no.  147)  which  is  unusual.  By  it  the  tenant  covenanted 
to  plant  certain  fruit  trees  including  a  quince,  though  nowadays  the 
fruit  of  that  tree  rarely  ripens  so  far  north.  There  are  two  instances 
of  sales  of  wood  (nos.  143,  165),  but  the  details  are  too  meagre  for 
it  to  be  possible  to  form  any  conclusion  as  to  the  value.  At  Arn- 
cliffe  the  wood  was  sold  by  the  “  skeyne  ”  or  bundle.  Within  the 
last  few  years  timber  from  Arncliffe  wood  was  sold  to  a  wood- 
merchant  at  Yarm,  as  it  had  been  some  three -and-a-half  centuries 
earlier. 

One  of  the  most  serious  incidents  of  tenure  was  the  obligation 
on  the  part  of  tenants  to  follow  their  landlords  to  the  wars  when 
the  latter  had  been  summoned  by  the  king.  This  obligation  was  so 
universal  that  it  is  referred  to  explicitly  only  once,  at  Hemsworth 
(no.  147).  A  note  from  a  manor  roll  of  i486  (p.  150^)  gives  a  list 
of  the  equipment  with  which  a  tenant  was  bound  to  come  furnished. 

In  two  cases  the  personal  characteristics  of  the  parties  come  to

light.  The  first  is  the  will  of  William  Lyster  of  Thornton-in -Craven, 
made  in  1582,  four  years  after  the  Rising  in  the  North  and  six  years 
before  the  Spanish  Armada.  In  it  he  declared  his  entire  acquies¬ 
cence  in  the  Elizabethan  settlement  in  religious  matters.  He  willed 
that  all  manner  of  duties  should  be  fully  given  to  the  church  and  all 
the  ministers  thereof  without  any  grudge,  according  to  the  laws  of 
God  and  the  church  of  England;  and  that  he  should  be  buried  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  laws  ecclesiastical  of  this  realm.  Very  possibly  his 
zeal  for  the  religion  as  by  law  established  was  increased  by  the 
number  of  recusant  neighbours  in  North  Craven.  The  inventory 
of  Oliver  Breres  of  Hamerton,1  taken  in  1621,  from  the  collection  of 
Lady  Lawson-Tancred  (no.  142),  gives  a  favourable  idea  of  the 
wealth  of  a  Yorkshire  country  gentleman  at  that  date.  His  goods 
amounted  to  the  very  respectable  sum  of  3,471  li.  13s.  8d.  Books 
formed  a  very  small  part.  An  English  bible  and  other  books  were 
valued  at  only  20s.  The  inventory  records  many  curious  words, 
some  of  which  require  further  explanation. 

Some  other  documents  demand  brief  notice  as  they  contain 
matters  of  special  interest.  No.  150#  shows  how  a  church  would  be 
deprived  of  ancient  endowments  if  it  could  be  proved  that  they 
had  been  given  for  superstitious  uses,  ex.  gr.  masses  for  the  dead. 
The  portion  of  the  Fountains  Chartulary,  relating  to  Aldburgh  near 
Masham,  in  the  possession  of  Lady  Lawson-Tancred,  furnishes 
abstracts  of  three  charters  (nos.  159-161)  relating  to  land  in  Ilton  in 
Masham  parish,  not  printed  in  the  chartulary  of  that  house  so  care¬ 
fully  edited  by  the  late  Mr.  W.  T.  Lancaster.2 * * * * * 8 

In  cases  where  the  documents  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the 
present  owner’s  ancestors  for  some  considerable  period,  it  is  in¬ 
teresting  to  follow  the  line  of  succession.  The  deeds  from  Aid- 
borough  Manor  afford  a  good  example  of  such  a  descent.  The 
original  root  of  descent  is  in  the  family  of  Boynton,  which  was

Nos.  lxxxiii-xc  Ilketona.  At  the  end,  in  a  fifteenth-century  hand,  are  confir¬ 
mations  by  Conan  duke  of  Brittany  and  earl  of  Richmond  of  a  confirmation 
to  Jervaulx  Abbey  of  gifts  made  by  his  father  earl  Alan  of  land  at  Witton, 
and  of  part  of  the  same  by  Roger  de  Mowbray.  The  volume,  9 1  inches  by 

8  inches,  containing  21  folios,  was  written  about  the  last  quarter  of  the  fifteenth 
century.  The  handwriting  is  very  good.  The  headings  and  notes  on  the 
charters  are  rubricated.  Gascoigne  the  antiquary  had  seen  the  book. 
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seated  at  Acklam-in-Cleveland  from  an  early  period,  and  a  little 
later  acquired  the  manor  of  Sedbury  by  Richmond.  From  the 
Boyntons  the  estates  passed  by  the  marriage  in  the  late  fifteenth 
century  of  Isabel  Boynton  and  Sir  Henry  Gascoigne,  a  younger 
son  of  the  Gascoignes  of  Gawthorpe  and  grandson  of  the  Chief 
Justice.  The  Gascoignes  remained  in  possession  till  the  time  of 
Charles  I,  when  the  estates  passed  by  marriage  to  the  Wyvilles  of 
Burton  Constable.  They  remained  for  a  very  short  time  with  this 
family  as  Isabel,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir  Marmaduke  Wyville, 
bart.,  and  Isabel  Gascoigne,  married  James  Darcy,  sixth  son  of 
Conyers  Darcy,  lord  Darcy  and  Conyers.  Their  great-granddaughter, 
Barbara  Jessop,  was  the  wife  of  Andrew  Wilkinson  of  Boroughbridge, 
from  whom  Lady  Lawson-Tancred,  the  present  owner,  is  descended. 

In  returning  thanks  to  those  who  have  lent  the  documents 
abstracted  in  this  volume,  it  seems  almost  invidious  to  make  any 
special  mention,  but  in  some  cases  special  acknowledgment  is  due. 
The  documents  from  Fixby  Hall,  belonging  to  Mr.  Clarke-Thornhill, 
in  whose  family  Fixby  has  remained  since  the  middle  of  the  four¬ 
teenth  centry,  are  temporarily  deposited  at  the  Public  Record  Office. 
They  throw  much  light  on  the  history  of  Rastrick  and  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  and  the  pedigree  of  that  branch  of  the  Thornhill  family.  By 
a  fortunate  chance  the  will  of  Sir  Brian  Stapilton  (no.  269)  of  the 
Carlton  line  has  been  preserved  amongst  them.  Though  proved  at 
York  in  1466,  there  is  no  record  of  it  at  the  Probate  Office  there  or 
in  the  Archbishop’s  Registers.  No  wills  were  proved  in  the  latter 
repository  between  1467  and  1479.  The  Latin  text  of  this  will  is 
printed  in  Appendix  ii.  The  thanks  of  the  reader  are  due  to  Mr. 
Charles  Clay,  F.S.A.,  Librarian  of  the  House  of  Lords,  for  the  labour 
he  has  taken  in  decyphering  and  annotating  these  deeds,  a  task  in 
which  he  had  the  assistance  of  Mr.  W.  Paley  Baildon,  F.S.A.,  who 
has  in  times  past  done  so  much  for  this  Record  Series,  and  of  Mr. 
Stamp,  Secretary  of  the  Public  Record  Office.  To  Mr.  Clay  are  also 
due  the  pedigree  of  the  Thornhill  family  and  the  excursus  on  the 
owners  of  property  in  Rastrick,  in  which  he  takes  the  reader  into 
Buckinghamshire  and  Hertfordshire.  The  Editor  is  specially  in¬ 
debted  to  him  for  the  trouble  he  has  been  at  ip  reading  his  proofs. 
Thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  J.  W.  Walker,  F.S.A.,  who  has  permitted 
the  Editor  .to.  make  use  of  his  transcripts  of  the  deeds  at  Woolley 
Hall,  belonging  to  Major  Wentworth.

The  editor  of  the  Promptorium  (p.  25 n) 
gives  passages  explaining  the  word  "  melotes,”  which  show  that  the  apron 
was  of  hair  or  badger  skin  and  reached  from  the  neck  to  the  loins,  such  as 
monks  wore,  and  was  very  useful  for  working  in.  Another  authority  quoted 
says  it  was  made  of  goatskin.

Thornhill’s  Fixby  deeds,  which  will  enable  us  to  verify  and  amplify  the  four¬ 
teenth  and  fifteenth-century  generations  of  the  Thornhill  family.  A  sketch 
pedigree  based  on  the  deeds  in  this  volume  is  printed  in  Appendix  IV. 
The  Thornhills  acquired  property  in  Fixby  by  the  marriage  of  Richard  de

The 
balance  of  evidence  makes  this  unlikely  as  (a)  the  former’s  executors  were  the 
two  Leventhorpes  who  were  the  latter’s  half-nephews;  ( b )  the  former  could 
scarcely  have  been  of  an  older  generation,  i.e.  a  brother  of  Richard,  whose 
parents  were  certainly  married  before  1315;  and  (c)  from  the  Rastrick  deeds 
in  this  volume  a  “  John  de  Thornhill,  clerk,”  died  between  1417  and  1421.

from  Her  Majestie  for  seking  out  divers  thinges),  did  by  a  jury  fynd 
out  that  the  abovesaid  premises  had  bene  given  in  tyme  past  unto 
superstitious  uses,  viz.  unto  some  masse  preist  for  celebrating  masses 
and  lightes,  which  jury  did  therfor  give  to  Her  Majestie  as  being 
concyled  land.

Who  was  the 
father  of  Ribald  is  unknown.  It  is  said  he  was  born  in  parts  beyond  the  seas.

Witnesses,  James  Strang- 
ways,  Thomas  Mountfort,  William  Mauleverer,  knts.,  John  Laton, 
Robert  Laton,  John  Crathorn,  esqs.1 

320.  Nov.  24,  34  Henry  VI  (1455).  Grant  by  Thomas  de 
Lambton  of  Lambton,  esq.,  to  Walter  Pacok  and  Joan  his  wife, 
Thomas's  relation,  of  a  yearly  rent  of  4 li.  from  his  manor  of  Great 
Salcok,  where  Walter  and  Joan  dwelt  by  his  leave  up  to  Michaelmas 
then  next,  to  be  held  for  Joan's  life.  The  first  payment  to  be  at 
Whitsuntide,  1457.  After  her  death  Walter  was  to  receive  4  marks 
a  year.  Power  to  distrain  if  the  annuity  was  4  months  in  arrear.

On  his  death 
the  house  of  Rievaulx  was  to  receive  the  rents  and  cause  the  church 
to  be  served  until  they  should  have  received  another  vicar  on  behalf 
of  the  abbot  of  Citeaux  from  the  king,  to  be  presented  to  the  arch¬ 
bishop.  Witnesses,  Baldwin  archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Walter 
archbishop  of  Rouen,  Hugh  bishop  of  Durham,  Gilbert]  bishop  of 
Rochester,  J[ohn]  bishop  of  Glir’,1  earl  William  de  Mandeville, 
R[anulph]  de  Glanville,  William  Marshall  and  John  his  brother, 
Robert  Marm[iun],  Robert  de  Witef’.  By  the  hand  of  William  de 
Longo  campo,  elect  of  Ely,  king’s  chancellor.

324.  July  11  (1190).  Lyons  ( apud  Lugdunum  super  Rodanum). 
Confirmation  of  the  above  addressed  to  W.,  abbot  of  Citeaux.  If 
there  was  any  surplus  the  balance  was  to  be  expended  on2  the 
works  of  the  church  of  Citeaux  or  on  other  more  needful  purposes.

325. 3  Confirmation  of  No.  323  by  Geoffrey  archbishop  of  York, 
adding  that  G[eoffrey  de  Muschamp]  archdeacon  of  Cleveland  had 
resigned  whatever  right  he  had  in  the  vicarage  of  the  said  church. 
Witnesses,  J.  bishop  of  Whithorn,  Master  Simon,  chancellor  of  York, 

writ  relating  to  this  deed,  of  which  this  is  his  abstract:  Writ  of  Richard  I, 
addressed  particularly  to  the  sheriff  of  York,  of  protection  for  the  church  of 
Scarborough,  which  the  king  had  given  to  the  abbey  of  Citeaux  for  the  support 
of  the  abbots  at  the  time  of  the  chapter-general  of  the  order,  and  for  all  the 
possessions  of  the  church  within  the  castle  and  borough  and  without,  and  with 
all  liberties,  customs,  tithings  and  fishings,  and  especially  the  fishing  called 
“  Doguedraue  ”  (i.e.  Dogger  Bank),  at  Dover,  nth  Dec.  (1189).  After  men¬ 
tioning  the  church  of  Scardeburg  the  writ  proceeds,  “  Ut  custodiatis  similiter 
quecunque  pertinent  ad  eandem  ecclesiam  in  omnibus  capellis  infra  castellum 
et  infra  burgum  et  extra.”  The  witnesses  to  this  writ  were  Hugh  (de  Nonant), 
bishop  of  Coventry,  and  William  Marshall. 

1  It  is  difficult  to  know  what  bishopric  is  intended.  There  was  no  bishop 
of  Gloucester  till  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  At  this  time  Gloucester  was  in  the 
diocese  of  Worcester,  whose  bishop  was  John  of  Coutances.  John,  bishop  of 
Norwich,  witnessed  many  of  the  charters  executed  by  Richard  I  in  the  early 
years  of  his  reign.

326.  May  14,  9  Richard  I  (1198).  Lyons-la-Foret  ( apud  Lions).1 
Grant  by  Richard  I  to  God  and  the  church  of  St.  Mary  of  Citeaux 
(' Cistertii )  in  frankalmoign,  for  the  soul  of  king  Henry  his  father, 
and  for  the  health  of  his  own  soul  and  those  of  his  mother  and  of  his 
ancestors  and  successors,  of  the  church  of  Scardebrerc  with  all  its 
chapels,  out  of  which  charity  the  king  wished  the  abbots  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  (procurari)  at  Citeaux  for  three  days  of  the  general  chapter. 
If  anything  remained  after  the  three  days'  provision  of  the  general 
chapter  of  Citeaux  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  charity,  the  king 
ordered  it  should  be  expended  on  the  own  proper  uses  (propriis 
usibus )  of  the  house  of  Citeaux,  as  should  seem  right  to  the  abbot  and 
convent  of  the  same,  and  that  it  should  never  be  alienated.  The 
chapels  included  the  one  of  old  in  the  castle  and  those  within  the 
walls  of  the  town  with  all  the  tithes  of  land  and  sea.  The  house  of 
Citeaux  was  to  have  the  right  of  instituting  a  vicar  the  same  as  the 
king.  The  abbot  was  to  choose  the  vicar  and  present  him  to  the 
archbishop,  and  the  vicar  was  to  swear  on  the  gospels  to  be  faithful 
to  the  church  of  Citeaux  and  its  proctor.  If  he  offended  and  was 
warned  three  times  he  was  to  be  deprived  of  the  vicarage.  The 
chaplains  serving  in  the  church  or  the  adjoining  chapels  were  to  be 
bound  to  take  the  same  oath.  They  were  to  be  admitted  and  re¬ 
moved  at  the  will  of  the  abbot  of  Citeaux  or  his  proctor.  Whilst 
there  was  no  vicar  the  proctor  was  to  cause  the  church  of  Scardeburc 
to  be  served  and  to  receive  the  rents  to  the  use  of  the  house  of  Citeaux 
and  the  proctor  of  the  chapter  of  the  same,  until  the  abbot  of  Citeaux 
had  chosen  another  vicar  to  be  presented  to  the  archbishop  of 
York.  No  chapel  or  altar  was  to  be  raised  within  the  parish  of 
Scardeburc,  whereby  any  loss  could  happen  to  the  house  of  Citeaux, 
under  forfeiture  of  10 It.  Witnesses,  Geoffrey  archbishop  of  York, 
Philip  bishop  of  Durham,  H[erbert]  bishop  of  Salisbury,  Master 
Mauger,  treasurer  of  Normandy,  Master  Roger  de  Sancto  Edmundo, 
William  (Guillelmo)  Marshall,  Joel  de  Maena,  Geoffrey  de  Celia, 
Robert  de  Harecort,  Matthew  de  Gamach',  Britius  the  chamberlain.

Reference  has 
been  made  to  Richard  Symmes,  vicar  of  Halifax,  paying  his  heriot  in  1492 
(ibid.,  20 n)  on  the  ancestral  estate  in  Hipperholme  after  the  death  of  his  father 
Richard,  the  grantor  named  in  the  present  deed.  On  May  21,  1434,  John 
Symson,  apparently  the,  John  of  the  deed,  had  surrendered  the  property  which 
the  vicar  inherited  to  Richard,  son  of  Robert  Symson  (Wakefield  Court  Rolls), 
and  in  1378  this  John  Symson  had  paid  his  heriot  on  the  property  after  the 
death  of  his  father  John.  (Turner’s  History  of  Brighouse,  p.  103.)  The  earlier 
part  of  the  pedigree  now  reads  as  follows:

to  the  premissis.  And  your  said  oratours  shall  euer  pray  to  Godd 
for  the  preservacon  of  your  good  and  gracious  Lordship. 

Thys  ys  the  aunswere  off  John  Hanson  and  Robert  Bates  to  the 
byll  of  Robert  Savyll  and  Jenet  his  wyff.  The  said  John  and  Robert 
seyen  that  the  said  byll  ys  vncerteyn  and  insufficient  to  be  aunswerd 
vnto  wheroff  they  prayen  alio  wans.

decessed,  of  that  oone  partye,  and  Robert  Waterhouse  of  Shybden 

1  Robert  Waterhouse,  second  son  of  John  Waterhouse  of  Warley  by  his 
wife  Agnes  daughter  of  John  Rish worth  of  Coley  Hall.  John  obtained  from 
1505  and  earlier  a  lease  of  the  Manor  Corn  Mills  at  Halifax,  from  the  lords  of 
the  manor,  the  prior  and  monks  of  Lewes.  He  also  leased  a  portion  of  the 
great  tithes  and  the  tithes  of  lamb  and  wool  from  the  same  monastery  along 
with  John  Dighton,  Gilbert  Otes,  William  Savile  and  George  Boothes.  Robert 
of  Shibden  Hall,  his  son,  became  a  lessee  of  the  Priory’s  possessions  to  a  very 
much  larger  extent.  ( Yorkshire  Deeds,  i,  74.)  In  1534  he  took  a  lease  of  the 
rectory  manor  of  Halifax-cum-Heptonstall  from  the  Priory  for  a  term  of  99 
years  at  an  annual  rent  of  38 li.,  and  acted  as  “  bailiff  ”  of  the  monks  ( Valor 
Ecclesiasticus )  at  a  fee  of  ili.  6s.  8 d.  a  year.  In  1535  the  Priory  further  leased 
to  him  the  vicarages  of  Conisborough  and  Braithwell  and  the  rectories  of  Sandal, 
Harthill,  and  Dunnington.  In  1545  John  son  of  Robert  of  Shibden,  and 
Robert  his  grandson,  purchased  for  150/i.  5s.  the  reversion  of  the  fee  simple  of 
the  manor  rectory  of  Halifax  after  the  death  of  Anne  of  Cleves,  to  whom  it 
had  been  granted  by  Henry  VIII  for  her  life.  The  receipt  for  the  purchase 
money  is  still  preserved  at  Temple  Newsam  in  the  keeping  of  the  present 
lord  of  the  manor  (Hon.  E.  F.  L.  Wood,  M.P.).  In  1554  Robert  Water- 
house  of  Shibden  and  his  sons,  John,  George,  and  Gregory,  along  with  Michael 
Wentworth,  esq.,  by  letters  patent  became  the  farmers,  i.e.  lessees,  of  the 
ulnage  of  saleable  woollen  cloths  in  the  county  and  city  of  York.  Robert 
Waterhouse  died  Aug.  16,  and  was  buried  on  the  18th  in  Halifax  church. 
His  will  was  proved  March  15,  1 580.  The  arms  in  stained  glass  of  his  grandson 
Robert,  impaled  with  those  of  Waterton  of  Walton  Hall,  are  still  existing  at 
Shibden  Hall.  (j.L.)

Eciam 
voluit  quod  de  precio  unius  anuli  auri  vendendi  exhiberetur  sacerdos 
tanto  tempore  quanto  prefatum  precium  sibi  sufhceret  celebrare. 


APPENDIX  III  (no.  272). 

IRastriclb 

This  series  raises  four  points  of  interest:  (a)  the  origin  of  the 
family  of  de  la  Welde ;  (b)  the  history  of  the  “  manor  ”  of  Toothill 
in  the  township  of  Rastrick;  (c)  the  position  of  William  de  Riley; 
and  (d)  the  family  of  John  de  Leventhorpe. 

As  regards  (a) :  It  is  conclusive  that  there  was  a  place-name  of 
la  Weld  in  the  county  of  Buckingham ;  and  there  is  the  connection 
with  the  vicarage  of  Wing,  to  which  a  Henry  de  Weld  was  instituted 
in  1351.  Now  it  is  a  relevant  fact  that  “in  or  before  the  reign  of 
Henry  III  a  Manor  in  Wing,  together  with  the  advowson  of  Wing 
Priory,  had  been  granted  to  John  de  Warren,  Earl  of  Surrey.” 
(Lipscomb’s  Buckingham,  iii,  521.)  A  family  of  de  la  Welde  was 
settled  in  Buckinghamshire  at  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth 
century:  e.g.,  Thomas  de  la  Welde  in  1307  made  a  fine  concerning 
lands  in  Swan  bourne.  (Ibid.,  iii,  481.)  It  can  therefore  be  said 
with  a  distinct  element  of  probability  that  the  presence  of  a  member 
of  this  Buckinghamshire  family  in  Yorkshire  was  due  to  the  patron¬ 
age  of  de  Warenne ;  cf.  Thomas  de  Dorking  in  the  Wakefield  Court 
Rolls.  The  following  extract  from  Cal.  Pat.  Rolls,  Aug.  22,  1316, 
throws  light  on  this:  “  Confirmation  of  a  grant  made  by  John  de 
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Warenna,  earl  of  Surrey,  to  Henry  de  Walda  of  all  the  land  which 
Philip  de  la  Wodehalle  sometime  held  from  the  ancestors  of  the  earl 
at  la  Wodehalle,  in  the  parish  of  Wakefeld,  and  which  Robert  Gunne 
lately  held  from  the  earl  at  fee  farm,  and  of  two  parts  of  all  lands 
with  woods,  meadows,  feedings,  pastures,  moors,  rents  and  services 
which  John  le  Barn  formerly  held  of  the  earl  in  villenage  at  Tothille 
in  the  parish  of  Halifax,  together  with  the  reversion  of  the  remaining 
third  part  thereof  which  Beatrice,  sometime  the  wife  of  the  said 
John,  holds  in  dower;  and  also  of  the  grant  which  the  earl  made  to 
the  said  Henry  of  all  his  pasture  in  Sonrby,  co.  York,  which  is  called 
*  Hardteschelf/  and  of  the  entire  meadow  which  he  held  in  Thornes, 
called  ‘  Pampellion  Holm/  and  of  the  grant  which  the  earl  made  to 
the  said  Henry  of  the  manor  of  Doltonwode,  with  its  pastures  and 
woods.”  There  is  also  a  confirmation  in  the  same  year  (Cal.  Pat. 
Rolls,  Sept.  14,  1316)  of  a  grant  made  by  John  de  Warenne  to  Henry 
de  Walda  of  a  messuage  in  Wenge,  i.e.  Wing,  co.  Bucks.  There  is 
no  mention  of  Henry  de  la  Welde  or  de  Walda  in  the  first  two  volumes 
of  the  Wakefield  Court  Rolls ;  but  he  appears  in  the  third  volume, 
1313-16,  though  not  necessarily  as  a  land  holder,  and  in  one  instance 
at  any  rate  as  an  official.  It  seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  he 
was  granted  land  at  Toothill  in  or  shortly  before  1316,  and  that  he 
was  in  the  service  of  de  Warenne  in  Yorkshire  for  a  few  years  pre¬ 
viously. 

As  regards  (b) :  The  land  which  Henry  de  la  Welde  was  granted 
at  Toothill  had  been  previously  held  in  villeinage  (see  extract  from 
Cal.  Pat.  Rolls  just  quoted);  and  as  the  grant  was  made  after  Quia 
Emptores,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  a  manor  was  ever  created.  It  is 
true  that  in  certain  subsequent  deeds  the  de  la  Welde  land  is  referred 
to  as  the  manerium  of  Toothill ;  but  it  is  more  than  likely,  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  of  any  manorial  rights,  that  the  word  manerium 
was  used  loosely,  signifying  a  block  of  property  rather  than  any 
manor  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  term.  The  property  known  as  the 
“  manor,”  which  consisted  of  a  messuage,  one  carucate  of  land, 
twelve  acres  of  meadow,  six  acres  of  wood  and  twelve  acres  of  pas¬ 
ture,  was  granted  by  Henry  de  la  Welde  the  younger  to  William 
de  Riley  in  1358.  The  latter  granted  it  to  feoffees  in  1361;  it 
descended  to  his  daughter  and  heiress  Katherine,  the  wife  of  John 
Leventhorpe ;  and  from  the  Leventhorpes  it  passed  to  the  Thorn¬ 
hills  of  Fixby  in  1417.  All  the  evidence,  therefore,  tends  to  prove 
that  the  family  of  Totehill  were  never  lords  of  any  manor  of  that 
name;  in  fact,  their  only  proprietary  connection  with  the  property 
known  as  the  “  manor  of  Toothill  ”  seems  to  lie  in  the  fact  that  a 
William  de  Totehill  in  1361  and  a  John  Totehyll  in  1438  were 
trustees.  They  possessed  other  property  in  Rastrick,  and  manorial 
rights  in  Fixby  in  virtue  of  the  grant  made  by  the  Beaumonts  to 
Thomas  de  Totehill  between  1290  and  1319  (No.  100);  these 
rights  descended  to  Margaret  de  Totehill,  and  through  her  to  the 
Thornhills. 

As  regards  ( c ):  Watson  (History  of  Halifax,  p.  192)  states  that 
William  de  Riley  was  the  second  husband  of  Margaret  de  Totehill . 
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This  is  obviously  incorrect;  and  it  is  clear  that  he  was  her  first 
husband;  the  pedigree  in  Thoresby’s  Ducatus  Leodiensis,  p.  113,  is 
correct  on  this  point.  He  was  under  age  in  1344  in  the  wardship  of 
the  Abbot  of  Roche  (No.  190);  in  1357  he  was  living  (manens)  at 
Fixby,  when  he  exchanged  his  Kirkburton  lands  for  the  de  la  Welde 
property  at  Toothill  (No.  275) ;  in  or  before  which  year,  therefore, 
he  married.  He  was  alive  on  Jan.  13,  1361-2  (Kirklees  Muniments, 
No.  68),  and  died  between  that  date  and  April  17,  1362,  when 
Margaret  was  a  widow  (No.  106 n). 

As  regards  (d) :  There  is  much  reference  made  to  the  family  of 
Leventhorpe  by  the  three  historians  of  Hertfordshire — Chauncy, 
Clutterbuck,  and  Cussans — although  they  are  by  no  means  unani¬ 
mous  in  every  point  of  detail.  It  appears  that  John  Leventhorpe  of 
Leventhorpe  Hall,  near  Bradford,  acquired  the  manor  of  Mathams 
or  Marthams  in  1413,  and  the  manor  of  Shingey  or  Shingey-hall 
(Schingildhall  in  these  deeds)  about  1420.  These  two  manors  lay 
in  the  parish  of  Sawbridge worth,  co.  Hertford.  This  John  Leven¬ 
thorpe  was  M.P.  for  the  county  of  Hertford  in  1413,  1415,  and  1422. 
He  “  laid  the  foundation  of  the  fortunes  of  his  family  by  his  adher¬ 
ence  to  the  House  of  Lancaster.”  (Clutterbuck,  iii,  206.)  He  was 
of  the  Council  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster;  and  “  his  abilities,  learn¬ 
ing,  and  integrity  were  the  means  of  greatly  advancing  him  in  the 
favour  of  Henry  V,  by  whom  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  executors 
to  that  monarch’s  will.”  (Cussans,  Hertfordshire,  Hundred  of 
Braughing,  p.  95.)  Clutterbuck,  following  Chauncy,  states  that  he 

married  Katherine,  daughter  and  heir  of . Twychet ;  Cussans 

states  that  he  married  Katharine  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Hotost. 
It  is  clear  from  these  deeds  that  his  wife  was  Katherine  Riley,  the 
heiress  of  the  Toothill  property.  In  Sawbridgeworth  church  “  on 
the  floor  are  two  life-size  brasses  of  John  Leventhorp  and  Katharine 
his  wife.  The  inscription,  which  is  now  gone,  is  thus  given  in  Harl. 
MSS.  4944,  fol.  58:  ‘Hie  jacent  JoRes  Leventhorp  qui  obiit  27 
Maii  a0  1433  et  Katterina  uxor  ejus  qui  obiit  5  Octobris  1437  ....’” 
(Cussans,  loc.  cit.,  p.  94.)  Chauncy  and  Clutterbuck  give  the  year 
of  Katherine’s  death  as  1431.  A  pedigree  of  the  descendants  of 
John  and  Katherine  is  given  by  Clutterbuck,  the  elder  branch  of  the 
family,  which  acquired  a  baronetcy  in  1622,  remaining  at  Sawbridge¬ 
worth  until  the  male  line  failed  in  1679.  In  this  pedigree  there  is 
no  mention  of  John’s  son  William,  who  occurs  in  these  deeds  and  who 
died  in  1438.  Now  James  (History  of  Bradford,  p.  335),  speaking 
of  the  manor  of  Horton,  which  the  Leventhorpes  had  acquired  by 
marriage  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III,  writes:  “  John  Leventhorp 
was  lord  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  fifth,  and  dying  the  12th  of  Henry 
the  sixth,  his  son  William  paid  33s.  4 d.  for  his  relief.”  From  this 
it  appears  that  John  Leventhorpe  retained  his  Yorkshire  property, 
in  which  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son  William,  who  is  mentioned  in 
these  deeds.  The  eventual  heiress  of  the  latter,  Alice  Leventhorpe, 
married  John  Lacy  of  Cromwellbottom  (who  died  1531-2),  to  whom 
she  brought  Horton  and  Leventhorpe.
